Japan Possesses 
Balance Of Power 
In Asiatic Affairs 

Sokohky .Analyêes "Tinder 
Box Of Aêia" At Temple 
Emmanu-el Forum 

a TAP AN is now in a position to 
J blackmail the rest of the 
world," sUted George Sokolsky, 
noted writer and aijthorlty on for- 
eign affairs in the Far East, in a 
speech, "The Tinder Box of Asia," 
delivered last night as the' first of 
a series of four lectures at Temple 
Emanu-el. Japan in his opinion 
is far too realistic a country to ever 
consider a treaty as sacred and in- 
violate. Germany, Is also of the 
same oplnloniit-Accordlng-to^BokoI- 
sky tho r«cenV^Gwnian;Jap»ii<s« 
accord has its foundations in mere 
expediency, and may be broken as 
soon as the need for mutual sup- 
port vanishes. 

Analysing the recent events in 
Europe, Sokolsky firmly stated his 
belief that at the close of the 
Spanish civil war, Germany Is 
ready .to step in and annex the 
Spanish ■ colonies In North Africa, 
and to send aa invading army into 
the Free City of Danzig. The only 
possible means of preventing such 
moves would be a "combined threat 
of force from England and the 
United States." Italy is relatively 
unimportant, according to Sokol- 
sky. In case of war Italy would 
cast her force on the side of the 
stronger allies, and the speaker 
saw little reason for an alliance 
with Britain, 

Kcluniing to the Kar Kasl, 8ok- 
o'lbky staled that in return for of- 
ficial recognition for conquests in 
North China, Japan might see her 
way clear to blackmiail the nations 
of the world, offering in return 
neutrality in case of ISuropean war. 

Both Japan and Germany have 
everything lo gain and nothing lo 
lose in case of worid -struggle for 
power. The opposite Is true and 
applies to oil the remaining major 
powers in Europe amj America. 
The present tjpanlBh c-vil war ik 
not a fight between two hatc-lii- 
spired ^doctrines, but laiiier the 
struggle pt vnuty Imijeralistiu pow- 
ers, whether Fascist or Socialist. 

Mr. Sokolsky Is au American 
born iiewspai><;rinan, but has been 
prooiinuiit In the affairs of politluil 
Importance in the Far East since 
l'JVè, In that same year he bo- 
caoM affiliated with the Shanvhul 
Students' Union, and playcJ an in- 
fluential role In lis affaire. Sokol- 
h'tki/ haa i,cltlfcd in Cliiua and uuidu 
it bis permanent lioiua, from wlicro 
he writes newspaper and magazine 
articles j^rtaliiing to affairs tn tho 
For East. Ho Is al present In the 
jiiidat of an iini/ubiiiK io-turc lour 
of tilt United Jilalei. aii'J Cananu.

conscious of the need to smash 
the International Trade Union 
movement to attain its One 
objective of organizing the 
Fascists," stated Jlr.

Problems Club. "An Anti-fascist move- 
ment must have a Trade Union basis 
and it is only by this means that' we 
can hope to effectively combat this 
menace."

tees are being set up here.' Assistance, 
from the' Trades and Labour Council 
of Montreal would help considerably. 
Conditions in the Steel Industry is ex- 
ceedingly bad and herç again with the 
help of tho Trades and Labour Council 
much can be accomplished. 

Industrial Vs Craft Union» 

"There is nothing to the opinion of 
Green, who says that It Is a question 
of democracy that the Trade Unions 
stand for. It is essentially' a question 
of Industrial Unions versus Craft 
Unions. The Executive of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labour are the dlc- 
iiard champions of Craft Unionism. 
The Committee of Industrial Organiza- 
tion stands for Industrial organization 
and Is fighting for it which Is bàsed 
on the needs of the workers. Tho pol- 
icy of the C.I.O. Is to a unified mass 
Trade Union movement and that is 
what we want to realize. , 

In the discustjion that followed the 
speech, Mr. Uaull <kall with llie alrift; 
between various factions of labour an 
represented by the different unions. 
He explained convincingly how some 
of the Unions were controlled by the 
indubtrial leaders Instead of by the 
leaders of the labouring riass. Tlilu 
is due to the personal element Involv- 
ed In leoderiihlp, according to Mr. Gault. 
When a man rises (o leadership the 
effect of the material riches Involved 
makes him losu llie utiltudu of u 
labourer and assuma that uf a iirlvlleg- 
ed class. The speaker «x|iluincd that 
this situation could be remedied only 
liy the rank and file of labour express- 
ing their opinions forcibly uiid press- 
ing their ItaJeiii lo ui.tlon.

Comprehenaive Knowl- 
edge Of Emotional Make-

Feelinga Of Inferiority 

rpHE cardinal points in over- 
coming the inferiority com' 
plex are comprehensive knowl- 
edge of what we are attempt- 
ing to overcome in our own 
personality malceup, and a 
transposition of the self into 
the observer, in order to clearly 

see the underlying' basis of the Infer- 
iority t^complex. In.^thla vein. Dr. Ro- 
baci{,~emlnent authority on the person- 
ality, and honour graduate of McOlll, 
delivered h's address "Our FetllBn 
of Inferiority", before a large audience 
In the Salle Ooree of the Mt. Boyal 
last.nlght.The .meftlng waB^Tield tinder 
the auspices of the Department of 
Psychology at McGUI, and the Psycho- 
logical Institute of Montreal. 

peflnitlon of Term 

• Commencing with an explanation of 
the terms "complex" and "inferior", 
the speaker pointed out that the com- 
bined term Inferiority complex has an 
entirely different mean'ng from the 
individual meanings. It Is not merely 
a combination of words, but a pattern 
In Itself. Defin'ng the term, he refer- 
red to It "as a mechanism In the un- 
conscious, which has come about 
through a flaw or defect In the per- 
sonality, congenital or acquired, wh'ch 
tends to load to compensation". In 
comparing tho older and moderh 
theories of Inferior'ty, he showed that 
the former only sought what was in 
the conscious mind, whereas In the re- 
cent theories, it has been proven that 
tho Inferiority complex Is an uncou 
.scions condition. ' 

In onlor lo study the underlying 
causes of this complex, the application 
of dynamic psycliolog}', a study of 
menial conflicts, Us very effective. In 
addition the speaker clearly dlstln- 
gul.shed between the Inferiority feeling, 
and tho complex, ' Ihe 'former being 
conscious the latter an unconsc'ous 
condition. 

lllsKtiise.il or Inffriorily 

The disguises cloaking the Inferiority 
complex are iiuiny, and the true con- 
dition comes out into the open at va- 
rious intervals. Noteworthy too is the 
fact that this complex Is not merely 
a inei'hanisin, hut nioru important than 
this, la Its being a behavior, 

Trao'ng the history of the Inferiority, 
Dr. Roback showed how It was In 
evidence In the writings of Cicero. 
MonliiKUu, Kiuit, ulu) htiowod a great 
iiislKlit Into tliu feel ngb of Inferiority, 
aiiil 111 N elsii'ho. Tlio biieaker then out- 
lined thu liupurlanco of the studies of 
T. I^. Kouh, who originated the tenn 
"lisyohopathlo Inferiority", ho h'mself 
lie'ng an excellent oxuinplo uf the ron- 
illt'on whli'h lio Uivosllgateil. 

AUkr's Cuiili'ihutiuii 

The greatest advance In the know 
ledge of Inferiority came with the 
works of Alfred Adier, who "contrnl'ied 
and lllnm'naUd thu theory of luterlor- 
tv, With tho II fIcctUiiis of liynaiitic 
I'lir.sanal ty". Adioi's work on the aS' 
soiiiallun of Infer luvty with cumpoumi- 
tlon, nit amend to some defect. Is of 
tremendous iiuportuuco ou thu Inferior 
Ity coiiiplex Btud ea. The three possible 
coiidll ons in tho puLional ty aru (irsl, 
compensation; secondly, oveiVuiniicn- 
satlon, tho best examples of which are 
Ueelhoven, Uomosthencs, Napoleon, 
and Uyrun; and lastly failure to over- 
cunio lliu coiulit uu jlto.^otlici in

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Ready Made Notes 

T^lUS year several of the professors have 
■■■ adopted a new .«chôme to help tlio stu- 
dent in his class work. At the beginning 
of the semester each student is given a 
manila folder in which there are the lec- 
ture notes for the entire term's work. 
Then as the professor gives each day's 
lecture the student follows the talk in 
the notes and supplements them when- 
ever necessary. This mimeographed book 
is not .iust an outline of thé course but 
actual notes and information about each 
topic. _ 

At first glance this seems to be mak- 
ing the life of the student too easy and 
may be thought to make him even lazier 
than he is now. Professors and instruc- 
tors opposing this plan say that the sys- 
tem will make the student "soft" and will 
incline him to do absolutely no work at 
all. On the other hand, taking notes from 
certain of the faculty lecturers is a most 
difficult and tiying task. Part of this is 
due to not being able to follow the trend 
of the thought that the speaker is trying 
to set up; while another part may be due 
ro the complexity of the subject matter 
itself. In a subject of higher economics 
or one of the involved sciences, the or- 
dinary .student is likely to come out of the 
hour's lecture with a Wank face and a 
huge amount of notes which, when read 
over, make no sense at all. This predica- 
ment gives the, pupil the choice of going 
back to see the professor and having the 
subject explained again or copying the 
note? of a classmate who thinks that he 
linderïtood the day's work. The former is 
au inconvenience to the teacher. The lat- 
ter leaves room for a great deal of con- 
jecture and misunderstanding on the part 
of the student. 

"Wouldn't it be better, then, for the 
pi-ofessors to hand out the lecture notes of 
iiis course at the beginning of the term? 
This would facilitate the work for the 
student and make for an even better un- 
derstanding of the lecture? and the work 
that the professor is trj'ing to teach. The 
object of the lecture is not to make the 
student work to get his knowledge, but to 
give him the knowledge regardless of the 
^^ ethod. What can possibly be gained by 
*eeping him in a constant state of w^on- 
derment when, with the notes before him, 
he can follow the talk with greater ease 
and interest? After all, it is only when 
the undergraduate fails to grasp the mean- 
ing of what the lecturer is saying that he 
gets bored and fails to listen. If he knew 
^^•hat the lecture was: alxjut, the chances 
of hit: lusiiijL' interest would be much less, 
it has ^vorked exceptionally well in the 
classes in which it has been used. Why 
not give it a try in more of them?
